This sample is obtained by taking 
small quantities of seed from dif- 
ferent portions of the lot. These are 
mixed thoroughly so as to make the 
composite sample as representative 
as possible of the entire lot of seed. A portion of this sample is 
taken to make the purity and germination tests This is the gen- 
eral method of testing seed and is followed by us. In most cases the 
analysis is our own, or from a commercial or state laboratory, but 
occasionally we use the analysis of the party selling us the seed ifa 
reliable shipper. It is our aim to attach such test tags to all ship- 
ments made. Sometimes a tag will be missed or lost from the ship- 
ment, but in such case a test tag may be had upon request. 












Part of our service is 
to take good country 


seed, reclean it, grade 
it. However, we often 
buy seed which has been 
previously cleaned and 
in such instances, we do 
not reclean it. Remov- 
ing weed seeds, light 
stock and chaff makes 
smoother, more uniform 
and more valuable 
stock.

These beans are very popular with thousands 
of farmers in the northern part of the corn belt.
